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SEA LION CAVES

About mid-way down the Oregon coast on the Pacific is a unique place 
called the Sea Lion Caves. It is the largest sea cave in the United 
States and one of the most famous tourist sites in the entire Northwest. 
People come from all over the world to visit this place which is one of 
the last natural "rookeries" of the giant Steller sea lion. The site is 
operated by the third generation of the same family which founded it 

The caves were discovered in 1880 from the sea by Captain William Cox 
who rowed into the mouth of the cave on a calm summer day. Inside, he 
discovered the mummified remains of a huge "bull" sea lion and an enor¬ 
mous natural amphitheater soaring 12 stories high and covering two acres. 

The 1 land was acquired in 1927 with an eye to attract tourists. That 
time there was not even a complete road along the Oregon coast and no 
bridges over the many streams. The original owners were P e °P le w V fc J* 
ion S and a love of nature. Years were spent building paths and wooden 
stairs down the more than 200 foot sheer cliffs. In ^32 the site was 
opened for the first time to visitors. There were only a few back then 
but the place now attracts millions to its unique natural offerings. 

The owners and their families have taken great care to preserve the 
site for the sea lions. They come first! It took several years of sum¬ 
mers excavating to open an elevator shaft down to the caves so a not 
disturb the sea lions while in the caves during the winter months. The 
area reserved for tourists is small, dimly lit, and fenced off at a res¬ 
pectable distance from the rocky ledges that serve as home to the Stel- 
lers. Not even flash cameras can be used so as not to disturb these awe 

some creatures in their natural habitat. rt .,+ 

In the summer, the sea lions move out of the caves to the ledges out¬ 
side and can be viewed from high above. The whole site is beautifully 
cared for and spotless. Visitors are allowed only in well marked path 
wavs and provided with plenty of information and comfort facilities all 
along the way. The entrance is through a tastefully decorated and spac-

This all came about when Federal Government decided to send 5 nations 
of Indians (Creek, Cherokee, Chickasaw, Seminole and Choctaw) to this 
region (Oklahoma), then known as Indian Territory, These nations came 
from Alabama, Georgia, Florida and Mississippi in 1817. Later around 
1883 the Indians were forced to cede western half of the state to the 

U.S. as a home for other Indian tribes. ... . * 

Then Congress authorized western Oklahoma for general settlement of 
white people. It then became known as "Sooner" state, because the set¬ 
tlers tried to slip past the Federal Scouts "Too Soon" (At noon April 22 

1889 0klahoma became the 46th state of the Union in November 16, 1907 and 
is located in south west central U.S., bound on north by Colorado and 
Kansas, on the south by the Red River as Texas border, and on west by 
Texas and New Mexico. The state capitol and largest city is Oklahoma

The joy of* being an elongated roller has it's shortcomings. That is

Like the other day we received an order and a request for a Bear .

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STEP FORWARD BY LEE MARTIN N.L.G.

The world of elongated dies has been a standardized one in which one 

of three processes was utilized. _ , , ^ 

A pantograph is recognized as the most costly and the least used. It 
allows depth and superb lettering and is especially important where de¬ 
tails are not extensive as costs are directly related to the time invol¬ 
ved in making the die. . . ,. , , 

The most popular method is the die etch, meaning using line photo¬ 
graphs of artwork and placing the negative in contact with a sensitized 
die for exposure and ultimate etching. The amount of details involved 
is not vital to cost but of course, the more details the smaller the 
size of the type or other images. Most rollers today are using this 

^The^ third system for making a die is hand engraving and this has both 
pros and cons. It allows the costs to be minimal if the artist is doing 
his or her own dies. Adam Cool is a professional who has made many dies 
for others and his prices are comparable to prices asked by those who 
sell the photo process dies. A hand engraving varies in quality on the 
worker. Some dies are merely scratched and the subjects appear to be 
very minimal in height. Adam's are superb and his work rates with the 

finest in any process. . , . . .. . .. - . . 

There is a forth system that is making inroads m the hobby and it 
is greatly improving the quality of diework being seen. One of the for- 
most exponents of the new technique is Vance Fowler. This Oregon spec¬ 
ialist has created some of the finest elongated coins I have seen. He 
goes a step beyond most die makers. 

Vance combines the photo tecnique with hand engraving and adds great 
depth to specific areas by retooling where required. Anyone who has seen 
his coins, especially the Mount St. Helen's issues must agree that the 
three dimen coins, once the sole province of the pantograph have been 

exceeded by Vance. . _ .. . 

On the horizon and in fact almost in the forground are new tools that 
will allow the average roller the ease of creating hand engraving that 
will rival the best of either technique. (Pantograph or die etching.) 

Lejend Laboratory, 333 West 350 South, Vernal, Utah, 84078 have intro¬ 
duced a high speed drill for cutting and carving that eliminates the te¬ 
dious work of the hand engraver. The drill rotates at 400,000 rpm and 
with the proper bit will cut steel like butter. (It does require com¬ 
pressed air to operate. Diamond cutting tips of every size and shape are 
available. The collector is sure to benefit from this tool.) 

For those who feel that their art skills are minimal and who hesitate 
to use a drill without adequate forms there is another aid that should 

be considered. . . . 

It is a superb engraving pantograph made with the amateur m mind and 
priced just under $400. For full details write the L.E. Massie Company, 
2218 13th Street, Olivenhain, Calif. 92024. I have one and wouldn't 
part with it. All die makers will benefit by using this. 

Finally another engraving unit is available but I have not tested it 
as vet. (I will soon as I am in charge of Rock and Gem's Workshop.) The 
Ngraver Company, 879 Raymond Hill Rd., Oakdale Ct. 06370 will send data 
to those who are interested. 

This article is aimed at the roller rather than the collector but any¬ 
one who enjoys being creative should look into the smaller pantographs 
they expand the horizon of would-be artists.

Sally and A1 Kirka probably belong to both eras. Their dedication is 
responsible for much of TEC's growth and success.
